CERTIFICATE of the Commissioners of I-Iis Majesty’s Treasury of the Gross 
and Net Average Annual Value of the Fees and Emoluments of certain 
Officers of the Court of Chancery in Ireland , under the Act of the 4th 
& 5th Will. IV. c. 78. 

AFTER Our hearty commendations: Whereas by an Act passed in the fourth 
and fifth years of the reign of King William the Fourth, cap. 78, intituled, 
“ An Act for the Amendment of the Proceedings and Practice of the High Court 
of Chancery in Ireland,” it is (amongst other things) enacted, “ That it shall be 
lawful for the Lord High Treasurer or Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury 
for the time being, or any three or more of them, by warrant or warrants under their 
hands, to order and direct that such Compensation shall be made to the Six Clerks 
of the said Court of Chancery, and to such other officers who hold office in or 
belonging to the said Court, and whose lawful fees and emoluments have been or 
shall be diminished or taken away by the operation of certain Orders of Court of 
the 31st day of January 1834, or by this Act, or any General Order or Orders to 
be made in pursuance thereof, as to the said Lord High Treasurer, or the said 
Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury, in their discretion shall seem just and 
reasonable.” And by the said Act it is further enacted, “ That every officer of the 
said Court who shall claim compensation thereunder, shall render to the said Lord 
High Treasurer or Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury, an account in writing, 
verified on oath, to be sworn before one of the Masters of the said Court, of the 
gross and net emoluments, and also of the disbursements of his office, in each of 
the three years next preceding the first day of November one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-three; and also an account of all lawful fees, salary, compen- 
sation, emoluments or allowances, of whatever nature, as shall have been received 
during the said three years by the said officer, or for his use, and shall also set forth 
a particular of the several and respective acts, matters and things in respect of 
which any fee or emolument shall have been received, charged or claimed, and 
also a particular of all allowances and disbursements made thereout, and charges 
affecting the same, in each of the said three years ; and the said Lord High Trea- 
surer or Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury shall ascertain, by all proper 
ways and means, the gross and net annual value, according to a fair average of the 
said three years, of the said lawful fees and emoluments, and also the disburse- 
ments of such office as aforesaid ; and when the said Lord High Treasurer or 
Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury shall have ascertained the gross and net 
value of the fees and emoluments of such offices and employments, or any of them, 
computed as aforesaid, they shall lay copies of their certificates thereof before both 
Houses of Parliament.” And whereas the Commissioners of His Majesty’s Trea- 
sury have, by virtue of the powers vested in them by the said recited Acts, caused 
a full inquiry and examination to be made, by all such ways and means as appeared 
to them to be necessary and proper, into the accounts rendered in pursuance of that 
Act, by the following officers, who have claimed compensation under the provisions 
of the said Act, for the purpose of ascertaining the gross and net annual value,

or emolument shall have been received, charged or claimed, and also a particular 
of all allowances and disbursements made thereout, and charges affecting the same, 
in each of the said three years ; and the said Lord High Treasurer or Commis- 
sioners of His Majesty’s Treasury, shall ascertain, by all proper ways and means, 
the "Toss and net annual value, according to a fair average of the said three years, 
of the said lawful fees and emoluments, and also the disbursements of such office 
as aforesaid; and when the said Lord High Treasurer or Commissioners of His 
Majesty’s Treasury, shall have ascertained the gross and net value of the fees and 
emoluments of such offices and employments, or any of them, computed as afore- 
said, they shall lay copies of their certificates thereof before both Houses of Par- 
liament.” And by the said Act it is further enacted, “ That it shall be lawful for 
every officer claiming compensation as therein before-mentioned, on the first day 
of Hilary Term 1836, and on every succeeding first day of Hilary Term, and for 
one month thereafter, in each year respectively, so long as the said officer shall 
hold his office, to render to the said Lord High Treasurer or Commissioners of His 
Majesty’s Treasury an account in writing, to he verified in like manner, of the gross 
and net emoluments of the said office, and of the disbursements thereof, and also 
an account of all such lawful fees, salary, compensation, emoluments, and allow- 
ances, of whatever nature, as shall have been received by the said officer or for his 
use, and a particular of all allowances and disbursements made thereout, and 
charges affecting the same, in and for the year next preceding the first day of 
Hilary Term in each succeeding year ; and the said Lord High Treasurer or the 
said Commissioners as aforesaid, shall ascertain, as they shall think proper, the gross 
and net income of such office, and also the disbursements thereof, for and during 
the year for which such accounts shall be rendered, and the amount of compensa- 
tion to which he or they shall deem such officer entitled for and during the said 
year ; and the several and respective sums as and for compensation which the said 
Lord High Treasurer or the Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury shall, by 
warrant or warrants as aforesaid, order and direct to be paid to any officer of the 
said Court, shall be paid and payable to the officer or officers named in such 
warrant or warrants out of the account called “ An Account of the Interest and 
Produce of the Compensation and Fee Fund of the Suitors of the Court of Chan- 
cery in Ireland,” as far as the same will extend, and in case the said Suitors’ Fund 
shall be inadequate to the payment of the whole amount of compensation to be 
given under this Act, the amount of the compensation beyond what cannot be 
satisfied, out of the said Suitors’ Fund, shall be charged upon and paid out of the 
Consolidated Fund of the United Kingdom, without any fee or deduction what- 
soever, to the officer or officers named in the warrant or warrants of the Lord High 
Treasurer or the Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury as aforesaid. 

And whereas by a certificate given under our bands, addressed to the Lord 
High Chancellor of Ireland, and to the Lords Commissioners for the Custody of 
the Great Seal of Ireland, and bearing equal date with this Warrant, We certified 
the gross and net annual value of the lawful fees and emoluments of the several 
officers in the Court of Chancery in Ireland, who claimed Compensation under the 
provisions of the lierein-before recited Act, ascertained and computed according to 
a fair average of the three years next preceding the 1st day of November 1833, as 
directed by the said Act : 

And whereas the under-mentioned officers respectively so claiming compen- 
sation as aforesaid, have rendered to the Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury 
an account in writing, verified before one of the Masters of the Court of Chancery, 
of the fees and emoluments received by them, and of the disbursements made 
thereout, in and for the year next preceding the first day of Hilary Term 1836, in 
pursuance of the said recited Act; and certain of the said officers have likewise 
rendered accounts of the loss- sustained by them in the year 1834, in respect of 
their lawful fee upon petitions, which was diminished by the operation of the 
General Orders of the Court of Chancery, dated the 31st January 1834. 

And whereas, We, being three Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury, have, 
by virtue of the powers vested in us by the said recited Act, inquired and examined 
fully into the accounts so rendered by the said officers; Now, therefore, We do 
hereby certify, by warrant under our hands, that it is just and reasonable that the 
following compensations should be made to the several officers under-mentioned for 
lawful fees and emoluments which have been diminished or taken away from them 
by the operation of certain orders of the Court of Chancery in Ireland, dated the 
3 'St day of Jahuary 1834, and by the before-recited Act, and by certain general
